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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-2, 4-8, drawn to a prosthetic foot assembly, classified in 
class 623, subclass 55. 

II. Claims 1 1-47, drawn to a prosthetic foot, classified in class 623, 
subclass 55. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed not 
including the a compressible block for transmitting forces imparted thereon by 
said foot plate and said ankle plate such that there is a smooth and natural 
rollover between heel-strike and toe-off as energy is cyclically stored and 
released in said prosthetic foot (claim 11). The subcombination (outer 
cosmesis) has separate utility with other know toed foot prosthesis such as Poggi 
et al (4,645,509) figure 7 or Robinson (4,892,554); or simply worn by an able- 
bodied individual as a shoe. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Sabing Lee on 1 1/20/02 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
